the barn on the Orrill Allen iarm, wliich received the brunt 
of the tornado which struck in southeastern Lancaster county 
Monday afternoon. 
Other buildings, windmills and tele­ 
phone lines were damaged. 
Mr. Allen was in the barn 
with two horses and two mules when the wind hit, but all 
escaped uninjured. All but one mule got out, and that one 
wouldn't budge until the debris was straightened around. 
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Localized winds of tomadic velocit-y caused considerable 
damage south of Lincoln during the late Monday afternoon 
rain and gave Farmer Orrill Allen the scare of his life. He was 
carried 75 yards by the wind and dropped unhurt into a mud 
puddle. Damage reported was as follows:; 
1. Barn containing five tons of straw and two teams blown 
over and demolished at Orrill Allen farm. I.lvestoek undamajted. 
Farm i% located two miles south on Twenty-seventh street, and 
owned hy Don I.. Love. 
2. Old I’aRe airport hang ar two miles south on Fourteenth 
street was wafted across No, 77 and wrecked.

truckers cleared

wreckajte and opened the road. 
3. Several chicken coops with hundreds of birds in them 
were demolished on L. E. Llebors dairy farm but the chickens 
all survived. 
4. Considerable power line trouble caused to I.ancaster REA 
district w hen wires were blown down or shorted. Numerous w ind­ 
m ills and trees blown over in the Roca vicinity. 
Freaks Oí Storm. 
The wind has its customary freaks to play. It chose the Ellery 
Eis place just south of Allen’s farm for its caprices. While the Eis 
family was away the wind sucked out two window’s on the north 
side of their homo and blew them aw’ay, along with a shirt which 
w’as inside the room. 
T’ne wind also opened the door of the Eis 
furnace and peppered the house w’ith ashes. 
The windmill blew 
over, landed on an Eis auto and damag ed its front end. 
Allen g ave a vivid description of his experience. 
He had just 
taken a team to the barn when the big blow came, 
“ I tried to hang onto the barn door,” he said, “ but felt m y­ 
self sucked out into the open. 
I don't know what happened 
then but when thing s blew’ over I saw the barn all caved in. 
I g ues.s I wa.s lucky. I must have been carried over 75 yards.” 
The peak of the blow swept northwest across one mile, from 
the Allen farm to the Pag e airport. 
The roof of the airport hang ar struck a Lincoln telephone com­ 
pany pole on the w'est side of the road carrying 34 wires including 
the Beatrice and Marysville, Kas., tolls. 
Every wire was broken 
and telephone repair crew’s labored for 3’á hours before the bulk of 
the service was restored. On the east side of the road, four poles 
of Postal Teleg raph was swept aw’ay. w’ires and all. Virtually all of 
the service had been restored by 8 a. m. Tuesday. The storm struck 
at 5 p. m. Monday.

LONDON, July 30— (A P )--A n effective antidote to the 
swift motor torpedoboats 
w’hich 
Germany 
is using 
ag ainst 
British shipping w ill be found and “ we may already have found 
it,” a British naval officer declared today. 
The boats constitute a “ menace” with a hig h nuisance value, 
the officer .said, but asserted that the Germans must have been 
disappointed w’ith the results achieved. 
Just what the reported antidote is, he did not disclose. 
The officer said the German boats rang ed from 9 0 to 130 
feet in leng th and weig hed from 50 to 9 0 tons. 
They have a speed of 30 to 40 knots, he said, and a “ healthy” 
endurance, which he estimated averag ed about 600 miles. 
In addition to torpedoes, they carry heavy automatic g uns 
probably firing a one and one-half inch shell, the officer re­ 
ported. 
Effective use of the craft, which Britain has dubbed ” E- 
boats” 
(“ E” 
standing 
for 
enemy) 
to distirig uish them from 
U-boats, probably will be limited by the weather to the period 
betw’een April and October, the officer said, althoug h under 
favorable circumstances they mig ht operate usefully even in 
winter. 
Althoug h the boats could be based anywhere from Bordeaux 
to Narvik, Norway, the officer said, Germany probably would 
use bases on the French channel coast because they are nearer 
objectives.
